Dear Commissioner, 

Applicant hereby humbly petitions the Commissioner to renew petition to reply to the 
office action mailed on November 13 th , 2006, for the above patent application. Applicant 
states the following reasons for renewing petition under CFR 1.181; 

1. Applicant receives US mail in a mailbox outside applicant's home delivered by a 
US postal employee. 

2. When Applicant received mail from USPTO, applicant records it in applicant's 
ms word document - Exhibit E 

3. If letter from USPTO, requires action on part of Applicant, the envelope is 
marked with the date that the reply needs to be in the mail by, and placed on 
Applicant's desk in clear view as constant reminder. If no reply necessary 
correspondence goes into its folder. Exhibit A and B show the applicant is very 
prompt in replying to USPTO. 

4. Along with the marking of the envelope the applicant posts a date on a post it and 
adheres to Applicant's desk. Applicant has been very prompt to answer all 
received mail from USPTO, Exhibit A and B demonstrate this.

5. From the time the applicant's application was completed 09-13-04 the applicant 
heard nothing from the USPTO for 18 months 05-01-2006, as they say the wheels 
at the patent office turn slowly. Patients are a virtue when working with the 
USPTO. Applicant sent reply, 6-13-06, office action was received 6-27-06, 
applicant's reply mailed 07-07-06, then nothing received from USPTO - Exhibit 
E print out of Applicant's notes. 

6. The applicant relies solely on the United States Postal Service to deliver Office 
Actions from the United States Patent Office. The Office Action(OA) mailed on 
November 13 th was not received or may have not been mailed by the USPTO. 

7. The Applicant was advised that one could view files online at the uspto.gov 
website, applicant did so and that is how applicant found out about Office Action 
mailed Nov 13 th . The applicant respectfully suggests it is possible that the 
USPTO failed to mail or possibly mailed it with another office action to another 
applicant. As this applicant never received Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
mailed 1 1/13/2006, it is possible that the Legal Instruments Examiner made a 
mistake. 

8. The applicant immediately contacted the examining attorney whom advised the 
applicant to file a "Petition to reset a period of response". 

9. The Applicant contacted the United States Postal Service to advise them an 
important piece of mail was not delivered. See Exhibit D, highlighted sentence - 
US Postal Service - "I also understand that there is a misdelivery problem in your 
area" 

10. The Senior Petitions Attorney states a mailing of Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed, the applicant never received this nor does the Transaction History or 
Available documents show this Notice of Abandonment. Exhibits A and B 

11. The Applicant, whom is pro se, had done due diligence in replying to office 
correspondences and has been diligent to this important business. 

The applicant has shown from the points above and the attached Exhibits the applicant is 
entitled to renew this petition and the petition should be granted. The accidental loss of a 
piece of correspondence which never was mailed or was lost in the mail, should not be 



held against Applicant as the applicant has done due diligence, in replying to all received 
correspondences, and has no way of determining the length of time between the mailed 
correspondence of Applicant and the reply back from the USPTO. 
The applicant prays the Commissioner will renew the petition and reset time to reply.
